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THE STRIKE STILL ON. 



Rioting Kept Up in Connection With 
the Street Railway Troubles. 



•i* Siirrlal Drpntlr* Were 

AtaiKird to Uolj- and Three 
Uaadre^ Held la Henerre— 

Sabpoenaeiaf; Kept Ip. 

St Louis, June 1 . — The order of the 
police commissioners on the sheriff oi 
Ft- Louis county to swear in 1,000 
special deputies was followed by an- 
other oraer to swear in 1,500 addi- 
tional men, making 2,500 in all. for 
the purpose of aiding the police de- 
partment in preserving peace and or- 
der. To a certain extent these orders 
have created consternation among 
men in all walks of life, as is evi- 
denced by Sheriff Pohlmnn’s staie- 
mriit that an epidemic of sickness has 
suddenly* broken out in the city since 
the draft for the posse began. Nearly 
e%ery man of any position, the sheriff 
says, who has been summoned to 
serve in the posse is scurrying along 
to get a physician’s certificate that he 
is suffering from some chronic disease 
which unfits him for duty. 

Albert Koenig, a union man. emp- 
tied the contents of a shotgun into 
the body of I’olice Officer Crane and 
was himself instantly killed by a bul- 
let from the revolver of Officer Maher 
op Broadway, near the Southern elec- 
tric power house, late last night. 

St. lx>uis, June 2. — As regards riot- 
ous demonstrations and shedding of 
blood in connection with the strike 
on the St. I<ouis Transit system, yes- 
terday was one of the most unevent- 
ful since the employes went out. only 
one name being added to «he list ol 
casualties, that of Officer Crane, wlic 
died ot wounds received the day be- 
fore. 

Former Gov. Win. J. Stone is pre- 
paring the answer of the street rail- 
way to the injunction proceedings in- 
stituted iu the federal court somf 
time ego. Gov. Stone in the answer 
contends that there is an adequate 
remedy at law for a settlement of the 
difficulty without embroiling the fed- 
eral government in the matter, and 
stales further that there is no fed- 
eral statute authorizing such an in- 
junction as is prayed for in the Unit- 
ed States court. 

The swearing in of the posse comi- 
tariis is progressing smoothly. Near- 
ly 500 men have l>een secured. When 
3,000 me” have been sworn in the 
force will be organized as a regiment, 
and if the 2,5iK> called for are sworn 
in. two regiments will be organized. 
Men of known military qualifications 
have been selected to drill and com- 
mand the various companies. 

St. Louis, June 4. — .» riot of small 
proportion, daring the progress ol 
which a boy was fatally shot and a 
dynamite explosion marred whal 
would have otherwise been an un- 
eventful Sabbath. As a car on the 
Tower Grove line of ihe St. Louis 
Transit Co. was (massing the corner of 
12th and Calhoun streets a crowd ol 
strike sympathizers began throwing 
rocks at it. An unknown man leaned 
from one of the windows of the cat 
and fired a shot from a revolver to- 
ward the unruly crowd. The bullet 
sped over the heads of the mob and 
found lodgment in the breast of Peter 
Frank, a 10-year-old boy who was sit- 
ting in the doorway of his father’s 
house, an interested spectator of tht 
demonstration. A detachment of po- 
lice dispersed the rioters and carried 
young Frank to the city hospital. 
The pnysicians say the wound will 
prove fatal. 

At a late hour in the afternoon an 
explosion of dynamite shattered the 
cable conduits and switches on the 
# >live street line at the intersection ol 
Maryland and Boyle avenues. No one 
was injured, but traffic on that end 
of —e line had to be suspended 
There is no clew to the perpetrators 

More than the usual quota of police 
was furnished for the protection ol 
passengers and crews, and as a result 
the number of cars on the various 
lines of the Transit Co. was material- 
ly increased. Cars on the following 
lines were operated: Delmar avenue 

Page avenue, Spalding avenue. Comp 
ton Heights, Chouteau avenue, Cali- 
fornia avenue. Tower Grove, Grand 
avenue, Kaston avenue, Cass avenue 
Olive street, Broadway, Fourth street 
Sixth street. Northern Central and 
Union lines. 

At 9:30 o’clock in the morning the 
uncieus of the first regiment of spe- 
cial deputies forming Sheriff Pohl- 
man's posse eomitatus, consisting ol 
10 companies of 60 men each, armed 
wi*h riot shotguns, were assigned tc 
act ve service in preserving order ir 
the continuance of the street cai 
strike. Their duties consisted in pa 
troling the streets, doing guard duty 
at the various power bouses and eai 
sheds. The present intention of tht 
police commissioners is not to detail 
any of this force to ride upon th< 
street cars. Such of the posse as art 
■not doing patrol duty at the powei 
houses, car sheds and other point! 
w here danger is imminent will lie held 
in reserve at the station houses.

THE EUROPEAN STATION. 

It V» ill Re *t v-Katalillxtied by Hr. 

Adm. Hodgeri — Tlie Sew wear- 
•a r|;»- Will Be tbe Flasahlp. 

Washington, June 3. — llr. Adm. 
Frederick Uodgers has been selected 
to re-establish the European station, 
according to the general understand- 
ing at the navy department, and will 
probably fly his pennant from the 
new battleship Kearsarge in the Eng- 
lish channel before the end of Au- 
gust. At the final inspection of the 
battleship the first of this week by 
Adm. Rodgers this information was 
imparted to the officers of the ship, 
and they were too delighted to keep 
their good fortune as secret as the 
navy department wished for a month 
or two at least. 

The choice of the Kearsarge as 
fiagsliip of the European fleet is re- 
garded as particularly appropriate, 
as she will create a good impression 
concerning the latest products of 
American naval ingenuity, including 
the superimposed turrets and elec- 
trical auxiliaries. Adm. Rodgers is 
also regarded as admirably fitted to 
command this important station, 
which was abandoned for lack of 
ships just before war was declared 
two years ago. and op which no 
American pennant has since been dis- 
played except that of Adm. Dewey 
last year. 

The other vessels of the fleet, ex- 
cept the Albany, which has just been 
commissioned in English waters, have 
not yet l»een selected, ami it is pos- 
sible that no others can be spared 
nntil next fall, when the admiral will 
naturally wish to cruise into the Med- 
iterranean. By that time, unless the 
porte in the meantime pays the prom- 
ised missionary indemnity, .the com- 
mand will l»e strengthened until cap- 
able of making a considerable dis- 
play of force. 

THE CANAL BILL. 

It IVa* .Maile S pe<* i n 1 Order for Next 

Session— Amended Genernl De- 
ficiency Bill l*nn*ed. 

Washington, June 3. — Soon after 
the senate convened Saturday. Mr. 
Morgan, chairman of the committee 
on interooeanic canals, made a re- 
quest that the so-called Ilepburn-Nie- 
aragua canal bill be made the special 
order for consideration at 2 p. m. on 
Monday, December 10 — the second 
Monday of the next session. Mr. Mor- 
gan said he realized the impossibility 
of obtaining consideration of the bill 
at this session. Ilis request was 
agreed to. 

When morning business was con- 
cluded t lie senate resumed consider- 
ation of the general deficiency bill. 
An amendment was offered bv Mr. 
Morgan and agreed to, appropriating 
$13,568 to reimburse the Maritime 
Canal Co., of Nicaragua, for expendi- 
tures in aid of the commission au- 
thorized by act of congress known 
as the Ludlow' commission for in- 
spection and survey of the Nica- 
ragua canal. An amendment was of- 
fered, and after some discussion was 
agreed to, to pay an extra month’s 
salary to employes of the senate and 
house of representatives. After sev- 
eral minor amendments had been 
made to the bill it was reported to 
the senate, the amendments agreed 
to and the bill passed. This is the 
last of the general appropriation 
bills. 

RUSSIAN CRUISER VARIAG. 

On Her Builder’* Trial Trip She De- 
veloped -- Knot* nn Hour, 
i uder Sutural Draft. 

Philadelphia, June 3.— The Russian 
cruiser Variag, which left Cramp’s 
ship yards Tuesday for her builder’s 
trial at sea, returned to this city Sat- 
urday after having been given a sat- 
isfactory test. The big warship and 
her battery were tried out in every 
conceivable way, and not one weak 
spot was found in the construction 
of the vessel or in her engines or 
boiiers. On her speed trial, the 
cruiser developed 22 knots an hour, 
under natural draft, and with one of 
her boilers out of use, and the build- 
ers are confident that she can cover 
fully 24 knots when put under forced 
draught. 

The Variag will have her official 
trial in July, and will be ready to be 
placed in commission late in August. 

Plot to A**a*Ninate the Sultan. 

Constantinople. May 31. via Frontier, 
June 3. — A plot to assassinate the sul- 
tan was discovered Monday last. The 
ministers of war and marine and sev- 
eral high palace functionaries were 
concerned in the conspiracy. Fearing 
a general uprising if the conspirators 
were arrested, the sultan contented 
himself with dismissing them from of- 
fice. 

Tlie Moor* Are Hurdling;. 

Paris, June 3. — A dispatch to the 
retit Journal from Oran says that 
the latest information from South 
Algiers foreshadows grave events. 
Several thousand armed Moors are 
marching to attack the three chief 
French stations c.f occupation, includ- 
ing Igil. The French are re-enforcing 
all three points, and strong outposts 
have been established. 

Will InriMitlentr Hotel Rate*. 

St. Louis, June 1 . — W. J. Stone, 
chairman of the committee on ar- 
rangements for the national commit- 
tee, will visit Kansas City to inspect 
the reconstruction of Convention hall 
and investigate the complaints of ex- 
orbitant hotel rates. 

Weat Virginia Democrat*. 

Parkersburg, W. Ya., June 4.— The 
democratic state convention will meet 
here at noon next Wednesday to se- 
lect delegates and alternates at large 
to tbe Kansas City convention and tc 
nominate a full state ticket. 



IS AGUINALDO SLAIN ? 



Many Filipinos Killed in Luzon 
and Other Islands. 



Their L.om* In a Few Day*’ Fighting 
In the Different Place* Will 

Foot I p at l,ea*t Six 
Hundred. 

Vigan, Luzon, June 4. — Maj. March, 
with his detachment of the 33d regi- 
ment, overtook what is believed to 
have been Aguinaldo’s party on May 
19 at l.a Gat, about 100 miles north- 
east of Vigan. The Americans killed 
or wounded an officer, supposed to be 
Aguinaldo, whose body was removed 
by his followers. Aguinaldo had 100 
men, Maj. March 125. 

Maj. March’s men entered La Gat 
on the run. They saw the insurgents 
scattering into the bushes or over the 
plateau. A thousand yards beyond 
the town, on the mountain side, the 
figures of 25 Filipinos dressed in 
white, with their leader on a gray 
horse, were silhouetted against the 
sunset. The Americans fired a volley 
and saw the officer drop from his 
horse. His followers fled, carrying 
the body. The Americans on reach- 
ing the spot caught the horse, which 
was richly saddled. Blood from a 
badly wounded man was on the ani- 
mal and on the ground, ine saddle- 
bags contained Aguinaldo’s diary and 
some private papers, including procla- 
mations. 

Manila. P. T., May 1 . — (Correspond- 
ence.) — The las* two weeks have 
seen a general spread of rel>el activity 
throughout Luzon and even into the 
other islands, which lias been sharp- 
ly offset by immediate retaliation. 
The rein Is have attacked by day end 
by night several of the 267 towns 
we gsirrisoned. Over 300 Filipinos 
were killed by troops of Gen. Young’s 
command in North Ilocos province, 
during three days’ hard fighting last 
week. Over a hundred were killed 
down in Cnmerinos province, under 
Gen. Bell, and at least fifty were kill- 
ed in their recent attack upon Cag- 
ayan de Misnmis in northern Min- 
danao. Five hundred dead Filipinos 
would be a conservative estimate of 
their losses during the past few days, 
and a number of smaller engage- 
ments that have passed unnoticed 
will bring the total up to. at least 
six hundred. A remarkable feature 
is that during the fighting, which re- 
sulted in this heavy loss to the rein Is, 
the American forces have not had 
more than six men killed and four- 
teen wounded. 

On April 16, Lieut. Duncan, of the 
34th, with eight men. met three hun- 
dred insurgents, and after a short 
fight, returned to Ratne and reported 
to Col. Hovvse. The colonel with- 
drew his troops from the town, and 
when the insurgents entered, he sur- 
rounded the place. A fight ensued, 
in which ISO Filipinos were killed. 
The official report of Col. Hovvse 
reads: 

“The attack on Batae, on April 16, 
was precipitated by three causes, the 
imprisonment of several insurgent 
leaders, Capt. Dodds* punishment of 
the rebels the day previous, when 
fifty-six were killed, and Lieut. Dun- 
can’s attack on the enemy that same 
morning. Duncan met them in the 
foothills, and with eight men dis- 
persed two hundred, of whom seven iv 
had rifles, lie killed twenty-nine and 
captured twenty-two. He exhausted 
his ammunition and fell back, fight- 
ing all the way to Batac, where Capt. 
Rollins prepared for the insurgents. 

“When the insurgents reached Ra- 
tac their force had increased to six 
or seven hundred, who made a de- 
termined attack. It was necessary 
for our troops to charge the enemy 
in their positions, and two Americans 
were killed and three wounded. At 
times the fighting was hand to hand, 
and the desperation of the fanatics 
was shown by the enemy. By forced 
march, Lieut. Thaler, with twenty- 
five cavalrymen and ammunition, 
reached Batac at 2:45 p. m. At 4 p. 
m. the enemy withdrew, but soon 
were greatly reinforced. They set 
fire to the town, and under cover of 
the dense smoke fought stubbornly. 
At 5:30 Lieut. Haight, with troops L, 
of the 3d cavalry, arrived, and the 
enemy was soon driven off. Their 
losses were 108 killed and wounded 
and 72 prisoners. This same day Capt. 
French, with 120 men. met the en- 
emy near Vintor and killed 23.” 

The total number of killed in North 
Ilocos province in three days is given 
at 333. This does not include the 
wounded who crawled away into the 
brush. 

Slack Cancer Kunli. 

Newport. Vt., June 2 . — An epidemic 
of black cancer rash prevails at West 
Derby, a suburb of Newport. Three 
deaths have occurred within a week, 
and in each instance the victim had 
been ill but two days when fatal 
symptoms appeared. They were 
buried immediately. About fifty 
houses have been quarantined, and 
schools have been closed and every- 
thing possible is being done to pre- 
vent further spread of the plague. 

Ken tie. Archbishop of Dnbnqne. 

Dubuque, la., June 2. — A letter re- 
ceived here by a local priest from a 
Rome correspondent says that Arch- 
bishop Keane, late reetor of the Cath- 
olic university at Washington, has 
been appointed to succeed the late 
John Hennessey as archbishop of 
Dubuque. 

Ministry Mny Realfrn. 

The Hague, June 3.— The first 
chamber has rejected, by 29 to 2 C 
votes, the government bill to insure 
workmen against accidents. It is ex- 
pected that the ministry will resign 



REVOLTING SCENES, 

Lonla Klopsch'* Report on llow He 
Found the Famine-Stricken 
District in India. 

Bombay, June 4. — Louis Klopsch, of 
New York, publisher of the Christian 
Herald, who arrived here May 14 and 
started at once on a tour of the fam- 
ine-stricken districts, has returned 
after traveling through the most 
sorely smitten portions of the Bom- 
bay presidency, including Gujerat and 
Barolda. He makes the following 
statement regarding his observations: 

“Everywhere 1 met the most shock- 
ing and revolting scenes. The famine 
camps have been swept by cholera 
and smallpox. Fugitives, scattering 
in all directions and stricken in flight, 
were found dying iu the fields and 
roadside ditches. The numbers at 
one relief station were increasing at 
the rate of 10,000 per day. At God- 
hera there were 3,0(K) deaths from 
cholera within four days, and at Do- 
had 2,500 in the same period. The 
hospital death rate at Gedheru and 
Dohnd was 90 per cent. 

“The condition of the stricken sim- 
ply beggars description. Air and 
water were impregnated with an in- 
tolerable stench of corpses. At Ah- 
medabad the death rate in the poor- 
house was 10 per cent. Kvery day I 
saw new patients placed face to face 
with corpses. In every fourth cot 
there was a corpse. 

“The thermometer read 115 in the 
shade. Minions of flies hovered 
around the unclcansed dysentery pa- 
tients. 

“I visited the smallpox and cholera 
wards at Viragain. All the patients 
were lying on the ground, there be- 
ing no cots. Otherwise their condi- 
tion was fair. 

“I can fully verify the reports that 
vultures, dogs and jackals are devour- 
ing t he dead. Dogs have been seen 
running about with children's limbs 
in their jaws. 

“The government is doing its lies*., 
but the native officials are hopelessly 
and heartlessly inefficient. Between 
the famine, plague and cholera the 
condition of Bombay presidency is 
now worse than it has been at any 
previous period in ti e nineteenth cen- 
tury. Whole fund lies have been blot- 
ted out. The spirit of the people is 
broken, and there may lie something 
still worse to come when the mon- 
soon breaks.” 

Chicago, June 3. — It was announced 
Saturday that the Chicago India re- 
lief committee lias cabled JL* 1.000 
sterling to Lady Curzon, wife of the 
viceroy, to be used in the famine 
district. In a letter mailed to Lady 
Curzon, formerly Mary Lcitcr, of Chi- 
cago, it is explained that other cities 
aided in collecting the amount cabled. 
Special mention, the letter says, is 
due Gov. Mount, of Indiana, tor his 
assistance. 

WANTS MORE SOLDIERS. 

Gen. MacArthur Make* a Special Re. 

«iue*t fi.r Cavalry, and Three 

Headmen t* Will lie Sent. 

Washington, June 2 . — Gen. MacAr- 
thur has asked for more troops in the 
Philippines, and has made a special re- 
quest that only cavalry be sent to him. 
He also asked that they be regulars. 
In a short time three regiments of 
cavalry will be sent to Manila. It is 
probable that one will be taken from 
Cuba. The other two. which will go 
from this country, will be made up of 
the Sixth and a regiment to be deter- 
mined upon. 

Spoke While tlie l*olicemcn Slept. 

Newmarket, Ireland, June 4 . — Two 
hundred police were sent here Satur- 
day evening to suppress a prohibited 
United Irish league meeting called for 
Sunday. While the police were asleep 
in the morning about 7 o'clock James 
Christopher Flynn, nationalist mem- 
ber of parliament for North Cork, 
and E. Creean. member for the Ossory 
division of Queens county, slipped in 
unobserved, addressed a meeting of 
200 in the town square and burned 
the proclamation prohibiting the 
meeting. The meeting dispersed amid 
cheers as the police appeared on the 
sccue. 

Jnileiuent for $10,000. 

San Francisco, June 2. — A judgment 
for $16,000 has been rendered against 
Frank Van Ness, the horseman, who 
about five years ago, while handling 
the race horse Morello, converted the 
animal to his own use and removed 
him to this state. An action was 
commenced by the owners, J. W. Sin- 
gerly and Louis Lammert, of Phila- 
delphia. but during the proceedings 
the animal died, and a suit for $ 20,000 
was brought. It was shown that Mo- 
rello was a valuable horse, and the 
jury returned a verdict in favor ol 
tlie plaintiffs. The case will probably 
be taken to tne supreme court. 

Will Meet In ItnleiKti Next Year. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 3. — Secretary 
Royal Daniel, of the Cotton Stages as- 
sociation of the commissioners oi 
agriculture there, announced Satur- 
day morning that the next annual 
convention will be held in Raleigh, 
N. C., August 26, continuing three 
days. All southern states will prub- 
aWv be represented. 

Demand* of Machinl*t*. 

Philadelphia, June 4. — The union 
machinists of this city have decided 
to demand of their employers on La- 
bor day (September 3) that they re- 
duce the hours of labor from ten tc 
nine a day, with a minimum of wages 
of 2 » cents an hour.

Roberts Reports That Arms and 
Ponies Are Being Surrendered. 



Col. Sprites and Hi* Battalion of 

Imperial Yeomanry Attacked Be- 
tween K rooiiHtad and Lindley 
—So New* From Pretoria. 

Lourenzo Marques, June 3. — Presi- 
dent Kruger Friday was still at Mach- 
adodorp (about half way between 
Pretoria and the Portugues frontier 
on the railroad between the Trans- 
vaal capital and Delagoa bay). Boer 
commands totaling about 10,000 
men, held, Thursday, all the positions 
and hills around Pretoria. Another 
large command was at Bronkhursts 
Spruit (about forty miles from Pre- 
toria, on tlie railroad leading to Del- 
agoa bay). 

London. June 4. — Lord Lansdowne, 
secretary of state for war. has re- 
ceived the following from Lord Rob- 
erts, dated Orange Grove, June 2: 

“Johannesburg is quiet. The peo- 
ple are surrendering arms and ponies. 
Oniy three Boer guns were left in the 
fort. x he shops are being opened, 
and there seems to lie a general feel- 
ing of relief at the jieaceful occupa- 
tion of the town. 

"The Queenslanders captured May 
30 a t'reusot, with 11 wagons of stores 
and ammunition. 

“Commandant Botha, of Zoutspans- 
berg, his field comet and 100 prison- 
ers were taken in the fighting around 
Johannesburg, some belonging to the 
foreign contingents and the Irish bri- 
gnd*». 

“Owing *o the interruption of the 
telegraph lines, 1 only to-day received 
a report from Col. Sprigg that his 
battalion of imperial yeomanry was 
attacked between Kroonstad and 
Li r. * 1103 ’ on May 29. Casualties to fol- 
low. 

“The proclamation announcing «he 
annexation of the Orange Free State 
was made known at Bloemfontein on 
May 26 by Gen. Pretyman, military 
governor. 'Ihe troops under Gen. 
Kelly-Ken !iv formed a square, the 
royal standard was hoisted, the troops 
sainted, a royal salute was fired and 
the queen was cheered. The name 
‘Orange River Colony’ was well re- 
cei 1 ed. 

“Received a report yesterday that 
four prisoners had escaped from Pre- 
toria.” 

There is no direct news from * re- 
toria of later date than Thursday 
evening. Gen. French’s cavalry were 
then at Irene, eight miles south of 
Pretoria, and firing was heard there. 
Lord Roberts’ messages about secon- 
dary operations elsewhere and the 
situation at Johannesburg, dated at 
tdr.ingc Grove, a farm four miles 
northeast, of Johannesburg, show 
that on Saturday at 9:10 p. m. he was 
25 miles from Pretoria. 

The correspondents with Lord Rob- 
erts have not got through a line about 
the operations after the occupation 
of Johannesburg. Official messages 
continue to come through, but press 
telegrams are held up. probably to 
avoio their giving a hint as to what 
may be the pending operations. From 
the other side there filters through 
Loureneo Marques a mass of state- 
ments, some contradictory, others oh* 
viously improbable, but all purport- 
ing to lie facts. 

Passengers arriving at Loureneo 
Marques Saturday direct from Preto- 
ria say that the capital was prepar- 
ing to surrender when they left on 
Thursday. The first trains were dis- 
mantled. The i»oer guard at Komati- 
poort searched all trains and turned 
baeK most of the fugitives, among 
them deserting foreigners who were 
trying to reach neutral soil. 

REEVES ARRESTED. 

The Confeialon Made by the Sop- 

jxiMcd Neely Accomplice Sn*pect- 

ed to Be Only Half the Truth. 

Havana, June 3. — A warrant was 
issued for the arrest of former Dep- 
uty Auditor W. H. Reeves, who was 
lodged in jail, his bail being fixed at 
$1,500. It is now believed that Reeves 
in his so-called “confession” only 
gave half the truth. Indeed, the de- 
lay in placing him behind the bars 
was largely due to the desire of the 
officials to obtain the remainder of 
his information regarding Neely’s ev- 
olutions. 

A very important feature relates to 
an allegation that Neely gave another 
man $15,000. This, if true, can only 
be established in the United States, 
and an inspector will leave Havana 
shortly to investigate. Reeves asserts 
that heavy mortgages were lifted 
from the property of the accused 
man by funds that conld not have 
been obtained in any other way than 
through Neely. 

Iiathlione’s Threat. 

New York, June 3.— A Washington 
dispatch says Maj. Rathbone has 
written Assistant Postmaster General 
Perry lleath that if he is arrested 
he will make it decidedly uncomfort- 
able for several others in a political 
wav . 

Umperor and Crasy Man. 

Berlin, June 1 . — Considerable ex- 
citement was caused here by the ar- 
rest of an individual in Unter der 
Linden as the emperor was proceed- 
ing to Potsdam station. The man’s 
strange actions led to his arrest, and 
an examination of the prisoner show- 
ed him to lie insane. 

Indian Relief Fund. 

Chicago, June 1 . — The Chicago com- 
mittee of the relief movement for 
starving India cabled $5,000 to Lady 
Carzon Thursday as its donation in 
relief of tbe sufferers.

Pekin, June 1.— At 2:30 a. m. yester- 
day the foreign envoys received the 
reply of the Tsung Li Yamen to their 
ultimatum of Wednesday calling upon 
the Chinese authorities to consent to 
the landing of a force of marines to 
• come to Pekin to guard the legations. 

The ultimatum nxed the hour of 6 
a. ni. as the hour at or before which 
tue reply must be forthcoming. The 
Tsunjr Li Yamen agreed to withdraw 
opposition to the coming of the 
guards. 

lien Tsin, June 1. — A special train 
has started for Pekin with the fol- 
lowing forces: 

Americans— Seven officers and 56 

men. 

British — Three ofli«*ers and 72 men. 

Daiians — Three officers and 30 inen. 

French — Three officers ami 72 men. 

Russian — Four officers and 71 men. 

Japanese— Two oiiicers and 24 men. 

The foreign contingent also took 
with them live quick-tiring guns. It 
is rumored that foreign troops will 
l*e opposed at the first gate of the 
Chinese capital, outside the wall. 

Loudon, June 2. — The Pekin corre- 
spondent of the 'limes says: “The 

government gave every facility for 
the arrival of the foreign guards. 
The streets were orderly. The Rus- 
sians. as well as the French, were for- 
bidden to land Wednesday, but the 
Tsung Li Yainen has apologized, ex- 
plaining the mistake.** 

Shanghai, June 2. — Twenty-three 
worships are now at Taku — nine Rus- 
sian. three British, three German, 
three French, two American, two 
Japanese and one Italian. In «*ddition 
to their crews, the Russians have on 
board their warships 11.000 troops 
Iroin Port Arthur, with field equip- 
ment. Fourteen thousand Russian 
troops are held in readiness at Port 
Art hur. 

Ixmdon, June 2. — The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph 
says: “An active exchange of dis- 

patches is going forward among the 
great powers relative to China. The 
colossal superiority of Russia's rep- 
resentation ai Taku is regarded as 
significant. The triple alliance advo- 
cates united action by Kurope to pro- 
tect common interests.' 

Shanghai, June 2. — The detachment 
of oxer 300 international blue jackets 
has arrived at Pekin. 

Washington, June 2. — The marines 
that hate arrived at Pekin are for the 
purpose of protecting the foreign 
legations in that city and to cheek 
the designs of the Boxers so far as 
they are able and compatible. It is 
doubtless the parly that left Taku 
three days ago and includes the men 
from the cruiser Newark that were 
landed at that port. It is also pre- 
sumed that the party includes the Rus- 
sians, Germans. French and British 
marines that were reported to have 
left Taku at the same time the men 
from the Newark began their march. 
The arrival of the marines is taken 
as evidence that they were not op- 
posed by the hostile element that has 
arisen It is a good three days* march 
from Taku to Pekin and had the blue 
jackets been opposed their arrival 
would have been delayed. 

Minneapolis, Minn.. June 2. — Bishop 
J. \Y. Joyce, of the Methodist church, 
w ho spent much time in China and is 
thoroughly familiar with the coun- 
try m which the Boxer outbreak is 
rife, believes the powers will succeed 
in restoring order and in putting :hc 
railroad in operation. He points out 
that the atrocities committed have 
• •een confined to small towns and vil- 
lap-es without military protection. 
11** ascribes the trouble primarily to 
Chinese hatred of the present Mon- 
golian dynasty. 

Pekin, June 3. — American and 

•other foreign guards, numl»ering 349. 
arriied here in the midst of the 
Dragon festival. The streets were 
uu usually crowded, and, though the 
]*eople were greatly interested in the 
unusual spectacle, no manifestation 
of hostility was made. 

The presence of the guards has al- 
r« adv had a marked effect upon the 
lH-nring of the Chinese toward for- 
eigners. The excitement in the ad- 
jacent country has been much allay- 
ed. but many Christian refugees are 
still flocking into the city. The 
**lJoxers*’ are evidently moving afield. 
I n fortunately no leaders of the 
“Boxers" have been arrested, though 
their capture would have been easy. 
All the government has done has been 
to occupy the scenes of the disturb- 
ances. and no real repressive meas- 
ures have been taken. 

lieu Tsin. June 3. — The foreigners 
who escaped from Pao Ting Fu arc 
ten miles from here. Four of the 
l*ny have been killed and four are 
wounded. An expedition is proceed- 
ing to their relief.

IN KRUGER’S HANDS. 

Message From Philadelphia School- 
boy* Delivered to the President 
of the TraiiMvanl. 

Philadelphia, June 2.— The North 
American has received the following 
cable message: 

“Pretoria, May 29.— By stress of 
dire circumstances the message from 
the schoolboys of Philadelphia to 
President Kruger, delivered this day, 
has the tone of sympathy and sor- 
row’ at the final misfortune which is 
about to wipe the South African re- 
public from the roll of independent 
nations, rather than of encourage- 
ment to a people fighting for liberty 

for the light has been fought — and 
lost. 

" 1 he message was delivered in the 
executive chamber at the capitol, 
through the windows of which came 
the rumble of ox carts and general 
confusion attendant upon the evac- 
uation of the city by the families of 
the Boers. The British are reported 
to Ik* approaching. 

“There was an impressive silence in 
the chamber as the stern and vener- 
able president of this doomed repub- 
lic ln*nt forward to receive from Mes- 
senger Jules Francis Smith the pack- 
et which the lmy had traveled 12,000 
mih*s to deliver into his hands. 

“ ‘Caesar, Morituri Te Salutamus.’ 
quoted Secretary of Slate Reitz, as 
the president accepted the message. 
Then he added a bitter epigram: 

“On this occasion the message is re- 
versed. Caesar greets those about to 
die. 

‘This reference to the United 
States and the message of sympathy 
from America to the president of a 
dying sister republic profoundly 
moved every one present. Tears ap- 
jieared in the president’s eyes as he 
took the picket. 

“In delivering the message Smith 
made a manly speech, informing 
President Kruger of the nature of his 
mission as courier of the schoolboys 
of I'liiladelnhia. Secretary of State 
Riclz translated Smith’s simple sen- 
tences as the words were spoken. 

“Then the book from the North 
American containing the narrative of 
the movement that culminated in the 
dispatch of the messenger and the 
newspajiers clippings expressive of 
sympathy of the people of the United 
States with the Boer cause was pre- 
sented. 

“President Kmger’s reply was grave 
and courteous. He tendered hearty 
thanks to the American people, and 
particularly to the liberty lads of 
Philadelphia for their sympathy, and 
charged Smith to return his greet- 
ings to the good people of .unerica. 
Then with fatherly kindness he 
shook hands with Smith, congratulat- 
ing him upon completing his long 
jOiirney in safety and expressing the 
hope that he wquld have an equally 
safe return to his distant home. The 
entire group was then photo- 
graphed.” 

GIGANTIC PROPOSITION. 

Blovement IlaxlnR for It* Object tbe 

BriuKini; of the Defeated Boer* 
to Platte .alley, Colorado. 

Denver. Col., June 2. — Gov. Thomas 
has given his indorsement to a gi- 
gantic proposition, having for its ob- 
ject the bringing of the defeated 
Boers to the valley of the Platte, in 
Colorado. 

The Union Pacific Land Co. pro- 
poses to give a million acres of land, 
to be taken up under the Carey land 
act, on the Julesburg and Wyoming 
divisions. There is to be no charge 
for the gift, and the company will un- 
derlake to transport the Boers to 
Colorado, being repaid on the install- 
ment pian after the communities are 
established and prosperous.

Phoenix. Ariz., June 2. — The Con- 
gress gold mine, owned by the Con- 
gress Gold Mining Co., and located 
00 miles north of Phoenix, has been 
sold for $1,500,000 to a New York 
syndicate, including Warner Miller 
and John Mackay. The first payment 
which amounted to $200,000 was made 
Friday. According to the terms of 
Siile the final payment will be made 
within one year.

San Francisco, June 2. — Maj. Gen 
E. S. Otis is still on board the trans- 
port Meade at the Angel Island quar- 
antine station.

ENGLAND A GOOD BUYER. 



Takes OO Per Cent, of All Prodocti 
Whieh the American Farmer 
Send* Abroad. 



England buys 60 per cent, of all the 
products which the American farmer 
sends abroad, says Consular Agent E. 
L. Harris, at Eibenstock, iu a report to 
the state department, treating upon 
the extent of United States trade with 
Great Britain. England, he says, isour 
best customer for foodstuffs, and the 
British colonies present the greatest 
field for our manufactured products. 
Mr. Harris provides a table for the fis- 
cal year 1898-’99, showing that of our 
principal products. England bought in 
round numbers $73,000,000 worth, or 
79 per cent, more than all the rest of 
Europe combined. 

In concluding. Consular Agent Har- 
ris states that Great Britain has never 
shown the enmity toward our home 
products of corn, wheat, flour, beef and 
pork which has been evident in other 
European nations, and that the value of 
England’s market cannot be over- 
estimated.
